Private Charles Connelly Died in 
France After Armistice. 



Private Charles Connelly, 2;J years 
old, of .Narberth, who died in France 
two days after the armistice was sign- 
ed, was buried Monday morning with 
full military honors. His funeral was 
largely attended, and many who fought 
with him in the World War were pres- 
ent. 

The funeral took place from the home 
of his sister, Jits, Joseph Simpson, 207 
Forrest avenue. The body of Connelly 
was among others which arrived from 
France last week. 

Services were conducted in St. Mar- 
garet's Church by the .Rev. Dr. Rich- 
ard F. Cowley. Interment was in St. 
Denis' Cemetery. Connolly enlisted in 
the Tank Corps of the Rainbow divi- 
sion. He spent twenty-six months 
abroad and was wounded once in bat- 
tle.

THE PROTECTION OF BIRDS 



While taking a stroll through the 
woods Inst Sunday, »c met a fjontloiiiiiii 
and two children diligently senn-hinj; 
for birds' nests. Inquiry revealed the 
fact that this was aii egg hunt. The 
man said he intended to take "only 
one egg from each nest" for a collec- 
tion. 

X est -robbing has been one of the 
biggest factors in the serious decrease 
in the number of ninny species of wild 
birds. On the subject of taking one 
egg, Chester A. Keed, the noted natur- 
alist writes, 

"Nine out of ten of our wild birds i 
will leave a nest if a single egg is 
taken." ! 

The collecting of nests and eggs, ex- 
cepting for scientific, reference, and by 
recognized naturalists, is now univer- 
sally condemned. We quote a part of ' 
the Pennsylvania IJinl Protection Act I 
of May 14th, 1S89. 

* * # ! 

Section il. No person shall take or I 

1 i 

needlessly destroy the nest or eggs of 1 
any song or wild birds. 

* # * 

Section 7. Any person or persons 
violating any of the provisions of this j 
act, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- ! 
demeanor, punishalilo by imprisonment 
in the county jail of not less than five ! 
nor more than thirty days, or by a fine j 
of not less than ten nor more than 
fifty dollars, or both at the discretion 
of the court. 

(Note: English Sparrows (passer 
domesticus) are not protected by this 
act.) 

Narberth is situated in n region 
abounding in birds, and aside from the 
legal protection, each citizen should 
do all in his power to encourage these 
Welcome visitors, and to deter children 
from molesting the eggs and nestlings.

•THE COMMUNITY CAPITOL" 



To the Editor of Our Town: — 

1. understand that some questions 
have been laised and considerable dis- 
cussion has resulted concerning tho use 
of the public school property for cer- 
tain purposes. If 1 am correctly in- 
formed, some folks have questioned the 
right of the School Board to permit tho 
Xarlfcrth Choral Society the privilege 
of holding its concerts in the school 
hall. The matter of permitting the 
community base ball team the privilege 
of using the school athletic grounds at 
times when the school is not in session, 
has been called in question. 

1 have just finished reading a book 
entitled "The Community Capitol." It 
conies from the pen of one of America's 
most gifted Congressmen, M. Civile 
Kelley, of Pittsburgh. This brilliant 
young man was reared on a farm and 
has been in turn a school teacher, news- 
paper editor, state legislator and has 
been four times elected to Congress. 
In that body lie had achieved the re- 
putation of being one of its closest 
students and clearest thinkers. He has 
especially devoted his time and ener- 
gy in the effort to make himself more 
useful and helpful in promoting the 
welfare of the people through the medi- 
um of the public school. 

In his latest book Mr. Kelley shows 
the folly of the folks of a community 
living apart from each other and fail- 
ing to meet and rub elbows with each 
other. The problems of the nation arc 
(dearly the. problems of the community 
in magnified and multiplied form. If 
democracy is to attain its full fruition 
the folks of the individual community 
must know eacli other. They there- 
fore need 11 meeting place where they 
can join together in their activities 
whither these be for entertainment, in- 
tellectual culture or the discussion of 
community affairs. The logical coni- 
111 unity capitol is the public, school 
building, with its grounds and equip- 
ment. 

The author holds that the-community 
is u heavy loser because of its fail- 
ure to utilize its school property for 
oth'T purposes than the instruction of 
children. The latter is, of course, its 
primary purpose and nothing whatever 
must be permitted to interfere with 
thai. 

We quote from Mr. Kelley 's book 
as follows: 

"Of course the use of 1he school 
buildings as community centers is 
based upon the fact that the people 
are sovereign over these buildings and 
have an unqualified right to use them 
as they desire. It is unfortunately 
true that many times, because of lack 
of effective organization, boards of 
education have usurped the people's 
collective authority. They have often 
regarded themselves as owners, instead 
of agents and have felt competent to 
lay down laws for the very people who 
elected them to lie trustees anil nothing 
more. 

As trustees, the boards of education 
have been justified in refusing to ad- 
mit any right on the part of any spec- 
ial group to use the school building, 



and they havo rightly made such use 
a matter of permission, to be decided 
by themselves. The school house does 
not belong to groups, it belongs to 
the citizenship, made up of the indivi- 
duals of the community. But the re- 
fusal of any board of education to 
permit the whole community to use its 
own .property as it desires, is an in- 
stance of servants giving orders to 
their masters; it is an intolerable usur- 
pation of authority." 

The author then proceeds to relate 
an incident where the board of edu- 
cation of Washington city refused the 
use of the school building for certain 
purposes. This resulted in an act of 
('(ingress asserting the right of the 
people to decide as to the use of their 
public school building. Permit me to 
sny by way of comment that I regard 
Mr. Kelley 's reasoning as -sound. For 
a school board to permit the use of its 
property for every passing show or 
entertainment would be a serious mis- 
take. On the other hand, if the town 
had a Choral Society largely representa- 
tive of the community in which the 
members devote their time and talents 
1 the entertainment of the people with- 
out commercial advantages, it. would 
seem to me an absolutely clear case that 
such an organization should have the 
priviliges of (he public school building, 
and I believe that if the public pulse 
were properly felt, there would be prac- 
tically no opposition. 

Xarberth has an amateur base ball 
team. Judged by the crowds which I 
saw 'on the grounds the other day, the 
community believes in its team and 
desires the privilege of seeing it play. 
It seems to me that this is a case where 
the community capitol should be used 
for a community purpose. 

Il was my pleasure to hear one of 
I lie Choral Society's concerts, and I am 
proud to be a citizen of a town which 
can command so much talent and use 
it for thedieiicfit of tho. public. It was 
likewise my privilege to witness one of 
the base ball games. So far as T could 
see, it was clean and wholesome. As 
a taxpayer and citizen of Narberth, I 
want to express my approval of the 
action of the Board in permitting the 
Choral Society and the community base 
ball team free use of the school and 
athletic grounds, both of which organi- 
zations are capable of contributing 
largely to the happiness and welfare 
of the community.

It certainly does take home-town feel- 
ing with home-town folk to get at the 
real heart of things, especially when 
everyone concerned knows exactly what 
he is about. 

And every member of the Choral 
Society seemed a vital part to the 
whole. Watching them closely, you 
could not fail to notice the iuteutive- 
ness, the earnestness and self-conii- 
ilence displayed by each member dur- 
ing the rendering of the various selec- 
tions. There was always an alertness 
of spirit, a brightness of eye, so to 
speak, that gave so much life to every 
moment. In choral singing, oftentimes, 
there are times of dragging, moments 
when one part over-balances the other, 
with an endeavor of the loader to bring 
these parts up to their required stan- 
dard. Not so with, our own Choral So- 
ciety! You couldn 't find them off their

THE ECONOMIC VALUE OF BIRDS. 

The Vireos. 
Allied to the warblers in their care 
of our forests are the vireos and ori- 
oles. The vireos are a family of small 
birds slightly larger than the warblers 
and less highly colored. They frequent 
the tree-tops and consequently only one 
or two of the family, the red-eye and 
the warbling vireo, are very easily 
identified. Their food consists largely 
of caterpillars, especially those forms 
dependent on protective coloration for 
their existence. Few birds are more 
delicate or thorough in this work of 
insect destruction than the red-eyed 
vireo. 

The orioles, especially the Baltimore 
oriole, need no introduction to T'hila- 
delphians, though perhaps it is not gen- 
erally known that he was named after 
Lord Baltimore, the ' founder of the 
Maryland colony, whose livery was the 
same gorgeous orange and black. Rose 
growers should be grateful to remem- 
ber that this oriole destroys great 
quantities of aphids or plant lice and 
scale insects. But his greatest service 
consists in his war upon caterpillars, 
of which the tent caterpillar forms a 
large part. In the western part of 
this State 1 have seen whole trees en- 
veloped in the nets of this insect, and 
it is interesting to note that in that 
section orioles are as common as robins, 
and in the fall their graceful nests 
may be seen swinging from almost ev- 
ery tree in a village. 

In fact, this curious ability of the 
birds to seep out a section overrun by 
some special pest has many times saved 
large areas from the total destruction j 
of its vegetation. 

The less brilliant chestnut and black 
colored orchard oriole, named from its i 
preference for orchards, is also most 
useful in destroying worms and cater- 
pillars, and is very valuable to fruit 
growers.
